4. Disqualification . No person who has entered . 
into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
a spouse living or who , having a spouse living , bas 
entered into or contracted a marriage with any 
person , shall be eligible for appointment to the 
service : 


Provided that the Government may if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
Law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds for 
so doing , exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule . 


1. Short title , application and commencement. 
( 1 ) These rules may be called the Government of 
Goa, New Government Printing Press, Group C &

(2 ) Application : These rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in Column 1 of the Schedule to these 
rules (hereinafter called as the " said Schedule " ) . 


Where the Government is of 
the opinion , that it is necessary or expedient so to 
do , it may , by order , for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the Goa Public 
Service Commission relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons. 


( 3 ) They shall come into force from the date of 
publication in the Official Gazette .

1. Short title and commencement . ( 1 ) This Or 
dinance may be called the Indian Medical Council 
( Amendment ) Ordinance , 1992 . 


( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 


In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section 
( 2 ) of section 10 of the Goa Sales Tax Act, 1964

(c ) whether necessary facilities in respect of 
staff, equipment, accommodation , training and 
other facilities to ensure proper functioning of 
themedical college or conducting the new course 
of study or training or accommodating the in 
creased admission capacity have been provided 
or would be provided within the time- limit spe 
cified in the scheme. 

(d ) whether adequate hospital facilities , hav 
ing regard to the number of students likely to 
attend such medical college or course of study or 
training or as a result of the increased admission 
capacity , have been provided or would be pro 
vided within the time- limit specified in the 
scheme; 

( e ) whether any arrangement has been made 
or programme drawn to impart proper training 
to students likely to attend such medical college 
or course of study or training by persons having 
the recognised medical qualifications ; 

( f) the requirement of manpower in the field 
of practice of medicine; and 

( g ) any other factors as may be prescribed .

Provided that no scheme shall be disapproved 
by the Central Government except after giving the 
person or college concerned a reasonable oppor 
tunity of being heard : 


Provided further that nothing in this sub -section 
shall prevent any person or medical college whose 
scheme has not been approved by the Central Go 
vernment to submit a fresh scheme and the pro 
visions of this section shall apply to such scheme, 
as if such scheme has been submitted for the first 
čime under sub -section ( 1 ) . 


(5 ) Where, within a period of one year from the 
date of submission of the scheme to the Central

(8 ) Where the Central Government passes an 
order either approving or disapproving a scheme 
under this section , a copy of the order shall be com 
municated to the person or college concerned , 

10B . Non -recognition of medical qualifications 
in certain cases . ( 1 ) Where any medical college 
is established except with the previous permission 
of the Central Government in accordance with the 
provisions of section 10A , no medical qualification 
granted to any student of such medical college 
shall be a recognised medical qualification for the 
purposes of this Act . 


(6 ) In computing the time limit specified in 
sub - section (5 ) , the time taken by the person or 
college concerned submitting the scheme, in fur 
nishing any particulars called for by the Council , 
or by the Central Government, shall be excluded . 

(* ) The Council , while making its recommenda 
tions under clause ( b ) of sub - section ( 3 ) and the 
Central Government, while passing an order , either 
approving or disapproving the scheme under sub 
section (4 ). shall have due regard to the following 
factors , namely : 

( a ) whether the proposed medical college or 
the existing medical college seeking to operi à 
new or higher course of study or training . 
would be in a position to offer the minimum 


( 2 ) Where any medical college opens a new or 
higher course of study or training ( including a 
post- graduate course of study or training ) except 
with the previous permission of the Central Go 
vernment in accordance with the provisions of 
section 10A , no medical qualification granted to 
any student of such medical college on the basis 
of such study or training shall be a recognised 
medical qualification for the purposes of this Act . 

(3 ) Where any medical college increases its 
admission capacity in any course of study or 
training except with the previous permission of 
the Central Government in accordance with the 
provisions of section 10A , no medical qualification 
granted to any student of such medical college 
on the basis of the increase in its admission 
capacity shall be a recognised medical qualification 
for the purposes of this Act.

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Esplanation . ---- For the purposes of this section , 
the criteria for , identifying a student who has 
been granted a medical qualification on the basis 
of such increase in the admission capacity shall 
be such as may be prescribed . 
· 900. Time for seeking permission for certain 
existing medical colleges, etc .. - ( 1) If, after the 
Ist day of June , 1992 and on and before the com 
mencement of the Indian Medical Council. ( Amend 
ment) Ordinance , 1992 any person has established 
a medical college or any medical college has 
opened a new or higher course of study or training 
or increased the admission capacity , such person 
or meơical college , as the case may be, shall seek , 
within a period of one year from the commence 
oment of the Indian Medical Council ( Amendment ) 

Ordinance , 1992 , the permission of the Central 
Government in accordance with the provisions of 
section 10A of the principal Act. 

(2) If any person or medical college, as the case 
may be , fails to seek the permission under sub 
-section ( 1 ) of this Ordinarice , the provisions of 
section 10B of the principal Act shall apply , so 
far as may be, as if permission of the Central Go 


vernment under section 10A of the principal Act 
10A has been refused . 

3. Amendment of section 33.- In section 33 of the 
principal Act, after cláuse (f) , the following clauses . 
shall be inserted , namely : 

“ ( fa ) the form of the scheme, the particulars . 
to be given in such scheme, the manner in which 
the scheme is, to be preferred and the fee payable 
with the scheme under .cláuse . (b) of sub- section 
( 2 ) of section 10A ; 

( fb ) the criteria for identifying a student who 
has been granted a medical qualification referred 
to in Explanation to sub -section (3 ) of section 
10B . " .
